Pſalme,faith, The zeale of thy houſe | 
hath eaten we. Aboue all we faile in| 
our Teares;for when we haue ſeene | 
a friend die that was deare vnto vs, 
and ſeenchim die the death of rhe} 
rightcous, with a holy ioy , and goe| 
out of this world , like one that go-' 
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cheercfulnefſe,and aflurance of fal- | 
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eth out of priſen, that is to ſay,with 


uation ; yet neuertheleſle wee make 
too much lamentation for him, 
which is wrong to ITefus Chriſt, as | 
if his children were with him in | 
miſery; itis alſo a wrong to the de- | 
ceaſed , forif wee ſhould but taſtc a | 
few drops, and behold but rhe 
ſparkles of the glory and content- 
ment which they receiue with God, 
we would ſay, our teares arc iniu- 
rious; and wherfore ſhould we enuy 
their repoſe ? Doubrleſſe if our tears 
could bring him againe , we ought

And in- | 
deed the reaſon why God 1o ſfoone 
taketh from vs choſe we lo much | 
affe@&, is, that hee would hauc a | 
pledge ofvs in taking the one halfe 
ot our {clues vato him,to the end we 
may ſo diſpoſe of our ſelues , that he 
| may alſo haue the reſt , and that all 
| our defires may runne that way ; 
'in ſo much that there be nothing 
in the houſe, nor in the chambers; | 
| nor moucables,nor bookes , whereof 
| the dead was owner, but that itmay | - 
aduertiſe vs to be difſolued , and in 
| good time, whileſt it is day-light ro 
| diſpoſe of our Soules , cucr thinking

Theſe thoughts ought to change |. 


our ſorrowes and deſires , and turne 
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our mindes from the memory of 
cuils paſt , towards the bleſhngs to} 
come ; and to change ſadneſle into | 
hope, and forepaſt cuils into aduer- 
tiſements to come. Yet notwith- 
ſtanding I find it ſometimes vety fit} 
to be ſorrowfull , but with ſuch a 
kinde of reſpe&, as itbealike for | 
thoſe thar are without , as for thoſe 
that are at home. When God ta- | 
keth any that was an example of | 
vertue, and that was of ſpeciall |

Army ; whichis called by King Jo-| 
ramyT he Chariot of 1ſrael aiſarmed,\ 
and his men of War: As if ne ſhould 
have aide, that by his death 7/+ac/ 
was diſarmed,and all the force it had 
quitetaken away.

Swallowes remoue their yong from | 
an olde houſe that is like to fall; euen | 
{o the ſoules of the Saints flic from | 
this earth here below, before the ru- : 
inc thereof. , This kinde of dolour 
1s healed with feare , and the euill | | 
that one feareth, is cured by amend- | | 
ment of life : and the death of the 
faithfull ſhall then greatly profit, if | 
with the ſorrow we learne to forme | 
our ſelues by the example of the de- | 
ceaſed. I thinke good Brethren that 
ſuch thoughts as theſe, poſſeſſed rhe | |

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| trimmed, attending onely thewind, 
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kindred and friends of Simeow, by 
which they were not onely comfor-.

and edified. 

But as for Simeon, how doe you 
thinke he prepared himſclfe to dye, 
and with what reſolution did he goe 
before ?
